e PDR election activities were part of tne over-a 
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efforts of the opposition parties, which dramatically united 
for the first time against the Allende Government to win a 
narrow victory. The PDR campaign effort assured that many 
dissident Radicals did n ot vot e for the Government candidate. 
The PDR also received to cover its expenses for 

electoral activities in support of the opposition candidates 
in the O'Higgins, Colchagua and Linares Provinces r by-elections 
in January 1972. Uniting for the second time, the opposition 
party candidates were successful in winning by surprisingly 
large majorities. Reports from the Station indicated that 
a sizeable number of the Radical Pa rty's tra ditional voters 
did not support the UP candidates. has been author- 

ized for financial support to the P DR for organizational and 
propaganda expenses ,
